Blind Exhibit 
At Canadian 
National 


The talking book, one of the latest 
sensations in the world of the blind 
is now being demonstrated at the 
exhibit of the Canadian National In- 
stitute for the Blind in the Electrical 
and Engineering Building at the Cana- 
dian National Exhibition, Toronto 
This year, for the first time, all the 
activities in which blind persons are 
engaged are being carried out on the 
premises, and every phase of the In- 
stitute’s Canada-wide program is in- 
cluded, 


The national library of the Institute, 
which contains over 17,500 volumes, is 
conducting a booth where Brattle 
books are on view, and a Braille type- 
writer operated, The current issue of 
the monthly Braille magazine, “The 
Courier,” sent oul by the national 
library to all parts of Canada, is being 
produced, showing the process of 
Braille printing, followed by the 
stitching of leaves together. 

Thirty-one blind persons are present. 
Some are demonstrating home handi- 
crafts, while others are turning out 
attractive dresses and aprons on one 
of the power-driven machines used in 
the garment factories of the Institute 
located in Toronto and Winnipeg. 

Rubber door mats made from 
automobile tires are being 
tured in the booth representing the 
western division of the _ Institute 
(British Columbia and Alberta) and 
netting is one of the occupations 
found in the booth of the Newfound- 
land division. In between these two 
extremities comes the central western 
division (Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba), where blind man is caning 
chairs, next a blind girl from the 
Quebec division typing letters on a 
standard typewriter, taking her dicta- 
tion from the dictaphone, and a blind 
man in the Maritime division booth 
(New Brunswick, Neva Scotia and 
Prince Edward Island) demonstrating 
the manufacture of willow signal 
cones used by the Dominion Meteoro- 
logical Department for weather sig- 
nalling on the sea coast. 

The Industrial Placement Depart- 
ment arranged for a blind man em- 
ployed in industry by a well-known 
sporting goods company to carry on 
with his regular job of stringing 
racquets, another to fit spokes in joy 
cycle wheels, while a blind employee 
in one of the motor car companies is 
demonstrating his job of stuffing 
cushions for automobiles and assem- 
bling control handles for car windows. 

Games used by the blind, such as 
Braille playing cards, checkers, etc., 
are on display as well as _ Braille 
watches, thermometers and other ap- 
pliances, In this booth information 
can be obtained regarding the special 
privileges for blind people, such as 
radio services, street car passes, 
theatre passes, etc. 

Institute factory work, including the 
process of manufacturing Blindcraft 
brooms, is fully demonstrated with 
one blind. man sorting broom corn, 
another winding brooms, and a third 
sewing and clipping them, Wicker 
furniture is being made and service- 
able baskets take shape while they 
are being watched. 

One of the special features of the 
exhibit is the engaging grup of dolls 
in the prevention of blindness booth, 
portraying, with the assistance of 
artistically designed verses above 
them, the particular care that must be 
taken of the eyes at various stages of 
life, 

Literature published by the Institute 
is available in a number of the booths, | 
also cards for testing vision that may 
as well be used for telephone number

The complete structure, containing 


all the demonstration booths of the In- 
stitute, which is finished in red, black 
and cream, is constructed so that a] 
general view of all the various activi- 
ties can be seen from the main en- 
trance, there being no high partitions 
between the different booths. 

Members of the Toronto Women's 
Auxiliary to the Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind are conducting 
a special branch of their Blindcraft 
Shop and have also an information 
booth, most attractively furnished 
with wicker chairs, desk, ferns in 
forn potholders and flower baskets, 
all cleverly fashioned by the hands of 
blind workers. The furnishings of 
this booth are carried out in the 
cream, black and red of the entire 
exhibit, 

If you are visiting the exhibition 
this year you shouldn't miss this in- | 
tensely interesting and enlightening 
display. Remember the location, | 
Electrical and Engineering Building, | 
near the Prince's Gate. 


EARLY TOPPING OF TURNIPS 


The practice of “topping” turnips 
some weeks before the date of pulling, 
in order to use the leaves while still 
green in the feeding of livestock, has 
been common in certain parts of the 
Dominion, and the question whether 
it is an economical operation or not 
has been settled by practical demon- 


strations by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
The data obtained showed that 


turnips from the non-topped crops had 
the higher food yalue, The inquiry 
also furnished satisfactory evidence 
of the marked growth of the untopped 
crop during the latter weeks of the 
season, the leaves during this period 
continuing to function as lungs and 
stomach, resulting in a heavier yield 
The practice of topping the crop 
three weeks or a month prior to the 
pulling has been shown to

CANADA'S CUT FLOWER 
INDUSTRY 18 BLOOMING 


Canada’s eut flower Industry, which 
may be said to have passed its initial 
stages of development, is blooming, 
the value of cut flowers sold in the 
Dominion in 1933 representing 62 per 
cent of the total of the various cate~ 
gories of floricultural and decorative 


plants, Indeed, both in volume and 
value, the cut flower industry ex- 
ceeded all the other classes put to- 


wether, as shown by 206 completed re- 
ports from most of the leading grow- 
ers, dealt with by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistica, 

The total value of eut flowers sold 
in Canada in 1933 was $807,783; out- 


door roses, $59,086; other outdoor 
trees, shrubs and plants, $305,927; 
specific indoor plants $208,100; other 
indoor plants, $33,196, and $19,817 for 
flowering bulbs. In all, the value of 
the floricultural and decorative plant 
production in Canada for the year 
ended May 31, 1988, totalled $1,451,477, 
as represented by the statistics ob- 
tained. 


MAPLE PRODUCTS INCREASE 


Canada’s maple sugar and syrup in- 
dustry is forging ahead once more, an 
increase of $987,300 being estimated 
for the 1984 production, as compared 
with that of 1938, 

An increase of 580,185 gallons of 
maple syrup and an increase in value 
of $909,172 is estimated for the 1934 
output as against the 1983 production, 
the figures being 1,842,500 gallons, 
valued at $2,468,800, for 1934, as com- 
pared with 1,262,315 gallons, valued at 
$1,559,628, in 1983, 

With regard to maple sugar, the 
estimated production is 4,954,400 
pounds valued at $57,850 for 1984, as 
compared with 5,785,130 pounds, 
valued at $499,713, in 1983. In 1988 
the average price per pound of maple 
sugar was 9 cents, against 12 cents 
in 19384. The combined value of the 
industry is thus $38,046,650, and com- 
pared with $2,059,341 in 1983 shows an 
increase of $987,309, or 47.9 per cent. 

The values for the 1984 crop are 
preliminary and subject to revision, as 
the full production has not yet been 
sold, 


NEW GOVERNMENT MAP 
SHOWS LARGE RANCHES 


A map the location of all 
large sheep ranches in western Canada 
has been prepared by the Department 
of the Interior at the instance of the

The purpose of the map is to im- 
prove the contact between ranchers 
and those wishing to feed lambs or 
purchase sheep. It is pointed out that 
there is a considerable movement of 
such live stock from ranches to farms, 
particularly during the fall of the 
year, for feeding purposes. Lambs 
are often contracted to farmers and 
breeding ewes are sometimes sold to 
farmers on a poundage of lamb basis. 
Copies of standard contracts used for 


such purposes may also be obtained 
upon request from those mentioned 
above. 


In the case of ewes purchased under 
contract it is the custom for the 
rancher to deal directly with the 
farmer. This makes it desirable that 
the farmer be located within driving 
distance or a maximum of approxim- 
ately fifty miles from the rancher 
with whom he is dealing. 


The location and address of sheep 


ranchers is given on the map and 
those interested in the feeding of 
lambs or in the purchase of ewes 


under contract or otherwise may cor- 
respond directly with ranchers or with 
the secretaries of the associations 
mentioned. 

The preparation of this map is one 
of the results of an economic survey 
carried on in behalf of the sheep 
ranchers of western Canada by the 
Economics Branch of the Department 
of Agriculture with the cooperation of 
the Dominion Experimental Farms and 
Live Stock Branches, 


TELLS FARMERS HOW TO 
ORGANIZE POULTRY POOL 


Producers’ poultry pools, where 
farmers assemble, box pack and make 
ready their own poultry, are growing 
in popularity and utility in prac- 
tically every province of the Dominion, 
and the reason why there is not a 
poultry pool in every district is be- 
cause the farmers, however willing, 
have not had the time to find out 
exactly how to proceed about the busi- 
ness, Markets pay a premium for 
poultry of the highest quality, when 
properly graded, box packed, and 
government inspected. 

In all this work the Poultry Services 
of the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture play a leading part, assisting 
the farmers in every way in organ- 
izing and carrying out the working 
arrangement of pools, These Services 
have just issued a pamphlet on why 
and how to organize a poultry pool, 
and the pamphlet is all the more wel- 
come to the many farmers interested 
in that it places the matter in a nut- 
shell, It shows that the assembling 
and preparing of poultry for shipment 
is as much the business of producers 
as the actual growing of the birds, and 
the overhead expenses of preparing 
for shipping is largely governed by 
whether or not every member of the 
pool does his share of the work, The 
steps to be taken to forme a pool are 
clearly set forth, 


VIOLATION OF PEDIGREE ACT 


For violation of the Live Stock 
Pedigree Act by submitting a diagram 
to the Canadian National Live Stock 
Records purporting to show that a 
Jersey bull, Jersey Boy 2nd, was 
identified or tatooed, Ralph A, Hanes 
of Brinston, Ontario, was fined $100 
in the Ottawa police court on August 


17. Two other farmers, Sherman 
Ball of Winchester, Ontario, and 
Almond MelIntosh of Inkerman, On- 


tario, were each fined $100 for caus- 
ing Hanes to sign and present to the 
recording officer of the Canadian Live 
Stock Records an application for 
registration of Bilver Boy 2nd which 
contained false statements. He also 
pleaded guilty to these charges and 
was allowed to go on suspended sen~ 
tence. 

An interesting sidelight in connec- 
tion with these charges is that when 
Hanes made application to register 
Silver Boy 2nd the animal was dead. 
Moreover, it appears to have been 4

ONE OF THE BEST OF COCKTAILS 


The return once more of the tomato 
season is a reminder that during the | 
past year wherever Canadian products | 
were shown at the various exhibitions 
around the British Isles it was the 
Canadian tomato cocktail that took| 
the country: by storm. Not only is the) 
tomato an outstanding thirst quencher | 
but research has shown that the} 
tomato assists in the assimilation of 
heavier foods and increases resistance 
to colds, pneumonia, and such like ills. 

The tomato is particularly helpful in 
promoting the normal growth of chil- 
dren. However that may be, the 
Canadian tomato cocktail sprang into 
popularity of its own volition, both on 
account of the simplicity of its manu- 


facture and its enticing flavor, The 
tomato cocktail is made from tomato 
juice with small amounts of mild 


spices added according to taste, such 
as cloves, allspice, cinnamon, and red 
pepper supplemented by the required 
amounts of salt and sugar. 

To make the juice the tomatoes 
should be slightly pulped with a po- 
tato masher, placed in a _ covered 
kettle, and allowed to heat on the 
stove until almost boiling. After the 
pulp has reached the boiling point it 
is ready to be passed through a sieve 
to remove the skin and seeds, It is 
imperative that no time be lost in the 
operation, because exposure to air will 
cause a loss of the nutritive value of 
the juice. The juice after straining 
should be returned to the kettle and 
be brought again just to boiling point 
when it is filled into bottles or sealers 
which have been kept hot. The sealed 
bottles are then placed in _ boiling 
water for a few minutes—-two minutes 
for small bottles and four or five 
minutes for larger ones. 

Tomatoes put up by the cold pack 
method are ideal for making juice 
during the winter months. For this 
purpose place the tomatoes solidly in 
clean cans or wide-mouthed jars, add 
two level teaspoons of salt, partly 
seal the containers and immerse in 
warm water. Bring the water to boil- 
ing point and keep it so for 25 
minutes, Remove the containers from 
the water, completely seal, and allow 
to cool
